a county court system, a state court administrator and 
other changes Then, turning to bills before the 1976 
session, he m ade two recommendations 
"T here is a bill introduced to remove the state public 
defender from the control of the Supreme Court,” Givan 
said “ The court approves the bill The importance and 
scope of activity of the state public defender has grown 
to such an extent and is so necessarily involved in 
litigation before the Supreme Court that to have that 
office under the supervision of the court creates an

Microfilm Project 


There are very few times today when a person can 
actually “get som ething for nothing,’' but that op­ 
portunity has arisen for Rush County residents 
The 
Rush 
County 
Historical 
Society 
and 
the 
Bicentennial C om m ittee are cooperating with the 
Indiana State Library in an effort to preserve local 
historical documents on microfilm 
A representative of the State Library will be at the 
Rushville Public Library two days next week to help 
record Rush County's history with a new cam era that 
photographs documents up to 12 by 18 inches in size 
One of the microfilmed copies will go to the State 
Library, with the other remaining at the local library 
for inclusion in the historic collection 
The representative will be at the library both 
Tuesday and Wednesday from IO a.m to 5 p.m. There 
is no charge for the service which is designed to 
preserve historic documents for future generations. 
Since this is the year America is celebrating its 
200th birthday, now'is the time to consider both the 
past and the future 
This program, which is the result of two important 
groups in the county, offers a unique w ay to do both. 
The number of historic materials that should be 
microfilmed through the program is extensive Of­ 
ficials of the planning groups include books or 
pamphlets about 
Rush County, 
fam ily histories, 
histories and reports of churches, schools, lodges, 
patriotic, civic, agricultural and social organizations. 
Also 
listed 
are 
early 
catalogues, 
bulletins, 
publications of schools, account books and ledgers of 
the farm er, merchant, manufacturer or professional 
man, rem iniscences of pioneer days and original 
papers 
about the 
early 
history 
of 
the 
county, 
photographs, cem etery records and marriage or 
birth records 
In addition, literature descriptive of industries and 
com m unities, anything printed in Indiana before 
1850. instrumental or vocal music composed by Rush 
County persons, scrap books and early programs or 
clippings of a biographical or historical nature are all 
sougnt tor the microfilming process. 
By taking part in the program now—especially 
when there is no charge involved— Rush County 
residents are showing their desire to preserve im ­ 
portant historical data concerning this area for future 
generations 
Mrs. Jam es Foster, chairman of the project, has 
expressed her enthusiam for the project 
Both the 
Historical Society and the Bicentennial Committee 
are to be comm ended for their efforts. 
Now it is up to local residents to search through 
their belongings and uncover the important and 
s o m e t i m e s v e r y valuable papers and other materials 
that should be microfilmed for preservation. 
A strong response to this program could lay the 
groundwork for other projects that would continue to 
benefit the county—no only now, but for future 
generations.

The model of a carefree life is

It may help us to diminsh our 
worries if we remember that

Vatican Friday published an 
unprecedented 
contemporarv 
sexual code for Roman Cathol 
ics attacking the “ unbridled 
exaltation of sex" and condem 
ning all sexual union outside 
marriage, including all homo 
sexual relations and masturba 
tion. 
The document did not change 
any traditional church dogma 
on 
sex 
but 
presented 
with 
unusual candor and clarity the 
Vatican's rejection of modern 
society’s — and some of its own 
theologians' — arguments for 
liberalizing sexual ethics 
"The 
use 
of 
the 
sexual 
function has its true meaning 
and moral rectitude only in 
true marriage," it said, adding 
that church teaching on sexual 
ethics "cannot be considered as 
having become out of date ir 
doubtful under the pretext that 
a new cultural situation has 
arisen." 


It did not touch on abortion, 
contraception 
or 
norms 
of 
sexual life within marriage 
Pope Paul VI ordered and 
approved the 20-page "Declara­ 
tion 
on 
Certain 
Questions 
Concerning Sexual Ethics" au­ 
thored by the Sacred Congrega­ 
tion for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, the Vatican’s watchdog 
body on church dogma 


“ In the present period the

exaltation of sex,” the docu­ 
ment said.

Last fall one of the midwest's 
most desperate criminals was 
due to be paroled from the 
federal penitentiary at Terre 
Haute

Jack Allen Burbridge had been 
out of prison for more than five 
years. Whey asked why he was 
released earlier than his parole 
originally called for, Burbridge 
attributed his early dismissal to 
Jesus Christ 
During the 1960’s Burbridge 
was known to his colleagues in 
crim e 
as 
“ Happy 
Ja c k " 
because he gloried in violence 
During those same years he was 
listed as one of the three top 
criminals in mid-America. 
Burbridge's major occupation 
was to enforce syndicate rules 
among operators of businesses 
which “ fronted” for their illegal 
operations. On two separate 
occasions Burbridge operated 
businesses which were fronts 
for prostitution and gambling 
The former “ Happy Jack" says 
he had one answer to life’s 
problems - violence 
His wife and mother had been 
praying for him for more than 
seven years when his wife gave 
him up for hopeless. "Even God 
could not reach that far down in 
the gutter,” she wrote. 
After his arrest for bank 
robberies, Burbridge was being 
escorted to an Albuquerque, 
N M , 
jail. 
His escort 
was 
L ie u te n a n t 
Com m ander 
Howard Lytton. Chained and 
handcuffed in the rear seat, 
Burbridge 
took 
every 
op­ 
portunity to curse and abuse 
Lytton 
The police officer’s 
reaction to the criminal's verbal 
assaults was one of politeness 
"Happy Jack " couldn’t figure 
the man out and began to 
wonder about his own life. 
On the second day of the trip 
Burbridge 
told 
Lytton 
he 
wanted to give up his life of 
crime 
and 
become a 
good 
husband and father 
At that 
point. "M r Lytton was like a 
duck 
hunter with a double 
barreled shotgun He just about 
jumped in the back seat with 
me. He began telling me about 
his friend, a man named Jesus.” 
When 
they 
arrived 
at 
Albuquerque, 
Burbridge 
received a message that his wife 
and mother were still praying 
for him 
The message, plus 
Lytton's testimony about Jesus 
Christ, added up to a conversion 
for Jack Allen Burbridge. Six 
weeks later. 
Burbridge was 
sentenced by Indiana’s District 
Judge James Noland to the 
Terre Haute prison 
During his imprisonment the 
former “ Happy Jack” was a 
model prisoner and under his 
unique ministry a number of 
prisoners and prison officials 
were converted to Christianity.
